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123 Fires This Year 


Altogether, this was the best fire- 
fighting season that Mr. Campbell 
has seen, and he’s seen eight of 
them. Reported by him so far are 
123 fires, in Lawrence, North An- 
dover, Methuen, Dracut, Tewksbury, 
North Reading, Billerica, Burling- 
ton, Middleton, Danvers and Box- 
ford. The most recent one was in 
Lynnfield last Thursday, which was 
still smouldering when we visited 
the tower Friday. The worst one was 
in Groton in May, one of the lar- 
gest and most destructive in the 
history of the state, which burned 
across a ten-mile front. The most 
distant was in South Berwick, Me., 
about three weeks ago. Three bad 
meadow fires also occurred in his 
jurisdiction this past season, one in 
North Reading, two in Lynnfield. 


State Helps Put ’Em Out 


Besides maintaining towers ‘to 
spot the fires, the State Forestry Di- 
vision takes an active part, when- 
ever needed, in fighting them. It 
keeps pumps, trucks, and person- 
nel in centers throughout the state, 
in this region at Tewksbury and 
Georgetown, where, because of 
large and heavily wooded areas, 
protection is needed most. This 
fire-fighting equipment is at the 
service of any town department, 
which, through its local deputy 
warden, requests state aid in a par- 
ticularly stubborn blaze. 

The state’s main interest in for- 
est fires is, of course, the conser- 
vation of valuable state woodlands. 
Towards this end, besides actually 
fighting the fires when they start, 
it maintains the wardens and the 
towers, posts the woodlands, and 
conducts educational campaigns to 
get them before they start at all. 

Up at the local tower on Prospect 
Hill, an extensive communication 
system aids materially in the ob- 
servation work. Mr. Campbell 
keeps in constant touch with other 
towers in the vicinity by telephone. 
He has been contacting the district 
warden by short-wave radio for 
several years, and the local fire de- 
partment for several months. With 
the installation of radio equipment 
in Chief Buchan’s car, the circuit 
is just about complete. 


He Has Lots of Visitors 

This is, as we said, Mr. Camp- 
bell’s eighth season as the Prospect 
Hill tower observer. There were 
three before him, since the tower 
was built in 1924. And its not as 
lonely a job as you might suspect.

In his aerie up there at the top- 
most point in Essex County, he 
Watches for fires from the first of 
April to the middle of November, 
depending on the severity of the 
weather. He spends the greater 
part of every day in the week up 
there, keeping an eye out for forest 
fires, and notifying other wardens 
or local fire departments of any sus- 
Picious columns of smoke he sees. 


He Can See Pretty Far 


_ Where does he watch these fires? 
Well, he can see all the way to Mt. 
Agamenticus in Maine, 45 miles 
away, or to Mt. Kearsarge in War- 
ren, N. H., all of 65 miles distant. 
He can say hello to the Boston Cus- 
tom House tower or the new court- 
house, to the south, and, on a very 
Clear day, take a look at the ocean 
itself, off Salem. Any fire in Mas- 
Sachusetts that he can see at all 
distinctly, is automatically part of 
his business. 


Supposing a fire starts in Lynn- 
field, as, in fact, one did just last 
week—what then? Well, inside Mr. 
Campbell’s cabin is a large round 
table, and on it, a detailed circular 
map of all the territory in his range 
of vision. Extending across the 
map, and anchored in the exact 
center of it, is a long pointer. 
Knows All the Angles 

Spotting the Lynnfield fire, he 
takes a sight on it along the in- 
dicator. The angle at which the 
ruler rests gives him what is tech- 
Nically known as a triangulation 
number. This he telephones to the 
observer nearest the fire; in this 
case, the one at Wakefield. The 
Wakefield man, and such other ob- 
servers as are able to see the dis- 
tant smoke, get their triangulation 
numbers by the same means, and 
the point where the sighted lines 
intersect is the precise location of 
the fire. From then on, its merely 
a question of notifying the Lynn- 
field fire department and having 
the blaze extinguished.

That brings you to 
due north, and, swinging your 
glasses southward again, you can 
see Mts. Unkonunoc, Crotchet, and 
Joe English—fine name for a moun- 
tain—in Georgetown, N. H.; also 
the Pack Monadnocks and Mt. Mon- 
adnock itself in Jaffrey, Wachusett 
in Princeton, Asnebumskit down 
in Paxton, Arlington Heights, and 
back to Boston. On a clear day, 
literally thousands of square miles 
are spread out below the cabin, 
ready for your inspection, and at 
night, you can see almost as: many 
lights below as stars above.

TOWN GOVERNMENT 


A Couple Of Birthdays— 


Andover’s Town House was the 
scene of a pair of birthdays last 
week. No cakes nor parties, how- 
ever, marked the celebration, but 
only a little additional work. 


First—Draft Board 


Just one year old, last Thursday, 
was the local draft board. Their 
offices on the second floor of the 
town house have been entered by 
close to 1200 nervous young men 


since the first registration under 
the Selective Service act on Oc- 
tober 16, 1940. Friday the draft 


board met, and how did they cele- 
brate the occasion? Simply by 
working steadily until 12:15 in the 
morning, classifying more than one 
hundred registrants. 

During its year of service, up 
to and including its Friday night 
meeting, the board has classified 
1195 men. Of this number, some 
108 men have been sent for induc- 
tion at the Boston army base, and 
of these, only 15 have been reject- 
ed by the medical examiners there. 
Altogether, 145 of the men who 
have registered with Draft Board 3 
are now in some branch of the 
service, besides those in the armed 
forces before the selective service 
act went into effect. 

Only one case has been appealed, 
which speaks well for the fairness 
and judgment of the board. The 
registrant, a North Andover man, 
lost his case and was inducted into 
the army. As he is over 28, he has 
since been released from service. 

All the members appointed last 
year by Governor Saltonstall still 
serve on the local draft board. 
Samuel F. Rockwell of North An- 
dover is still chairman, and the 
other members are Hugh Bullock 
and Henry S. Hopper of this town,

Wilson of 
North Andover are the only full- 
time draft workers, and are in 
charge of the board headquarters. 

The 12-man advisory board, head- 
ed by James S, Bastham, meets for 
two hours a night, four nights a 
week, in the town clerk’s office. 
Dr. John J. Hartigan and Philip W. 
Blake, board physicians, have given 
physical examinations to 261 men. 
They receive no compensation for 
their services, nor do any members 
of the board itself, except the of- 
fice staff. Meeting three times a 
month, devoting at least half an 
hour’s consideration to the case of 
each registrant who comes before 
them—well, it’s an exacting, time- 
consuming job, and the only satis- 
faction they get from it is the 
knowledge that they are perform- 
ing a valuable service for Uncle 
Sam. Or is any other satisfaction 
needed? 


Fifth—-Old Age Assistance 


Just five years ago last week, 
the Old Age Assistance office was 
opened in the Town Hall, and Ar- 
thur Cole of High street appointed 
its agent. The office was opened, 
first of all because Federal old-age 
assistance had just gone into effect, 
and the government insisted on 
there being a private office for in- 
terviewing applicants, and second- 
ly, because the many statistical re- 
ports and the lowering of the age 
limits from 70 to 65 required sepa- 
rate handling of the large amount 
of detail work. 

Previously to the incorporation 
of old-age assistance, all such cases 
had been the charge of the town 
welfare board. About 120 cases a 
year were handled then; now there 
are 179. 

The federal, state, and town g0v- 
ernments all chip in towards the 
maintenance of old-age assistance. 
The government furnished 50 per- 
cent of the aid given all cases 
amounting to less than $40 a month, 
the state two-thirds of the remain- 
der, the balance being borne by the 
town. Five or six applications per 
month are received, and of these, 
only 50 percent are approved. 


Must Present Certificates 
According to Town Clerk George 
Winslow’s announcement Wednes- 
day, all persons appearing before 
him to file marriage intentions, on 
and after November 1, must pro- 
duce a medical certificate of health. 
Forms to be filled out by the ex- 
amining physician may be obtained 
at the Town Clerk’s office in the 
Town House. The step is taken in 
accordance with Chapter 601 of the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, 
1941.

We Need 
Good Officials 


There really aren’t enough good 
officials to go around. At present in 
Andover, we have somewhat of a 
serious situation occasioned by the 


fact that a number of our officials 
are out of town. 


Mr. Shepard of the Board of Se- 
lectmen is in the service of his 
country guarding the entrance to 
Newport harbor, but he, however, 
is able to come to Andover for 
meetings of the Board. Reverend 
Albert C. Morris of the school com- 
mittee is also serving his country 
as a chaplain in the United States 
Army in Maryland, and, of course, 
he cannot attend meetings. Thus 
the current state of international 
warfare has deprived Andover of 
part of the services of one and the 
entire services of another of its 
very best office holders. Then we 
have other office holders for one 
reason or another are out of town 
all or most of the time. 


We have some very good office 
holders and some pretty poor office 
holders. They should all be good. 
However, somehow or other we 
don’t seem to be able to have a 
sufficient number of good men of- 
fer their services, and, at times, 
the ballot for a certain office will 
contain a list of names any one of 
which is just as bad as the other. 


One of the solutions is, of course, 
to have as few elective public of- 
ficials as possible. For instance, 
there is absolutely no need of hay- 
ing a school board with as many as 
nine members in it—five would be 
ample. That would probably throw 
good members of the school board 
out of office, but some of the other 
boards could stand having one or 
two of the school board members 
instead of some of the characters 
that they have now. Then there 
are other positions on the ballot 
which should not be on there at 
all. One, for instance. would be the 
tree warden who, like the superin- 
tendent of streets or the superin- 
tendent of schools, should ibe ap- 
pointed. There is no reason under 
the sun why the voters should be 
called upon to judge the qualifica- 
tions of the men who fee] that they 
are experts in tree work. 

It’s time for us to do something 
very drastic. We, here in Andover, 
are rather proud of our town, and 
we like to feel that our pride is jus- 
tifiable. Therefore, it is up to us 
to do everything possible to get 
public officials of whom we won’t 
be ashamed. A lot of them, at 
present, we can justifiably fee] very 
proud of; others—, well, why go 
into that?
